Througliout its history, the development of the United States 
stretching 3,000 miles across a continent from ocean to ocean has 
been paced by the evolution of its transportation system. Modem 
m.ass production on which our high standai'd of living and national 
welfare depend are based upon a matching ability to distribute an 
unimaginable variety and volume of goods at low cost to some 200 
million people scattered the length and breadth of the land, 

Khitting the country together with over. 200,000 miles of rail¬ 
road, the rails 'alone have the ability to cany most anything, any¬ 
time to most any point in the nation. And, they have the. capacity 
to move the mountainous volume of goods it takes to supply our na¬ 
tion with everything from ripe tomatoes to oil refineries. 

The U. S. railroads, despite outmoded regulatory policies, are 
v.riting one of the outstanding stories of industrial innovation and 
development. Automation, new equipment and procedures have been 
incorporated into their opei-ations at a cost of many billions of dol- 
lai’S in order to meet the mushrooming transport demands that 
now exist. 

One of the newest innovations proposed is a double-decked car 
to cany people and their automobiles. Trains of these cars may be 
j\m between Washington, D. C., and Jacksonville, Florida. Motorists 
could drive aboard, be relieved of traffic won’ies and have the con¬ 
venience of their automobiles when they arrive.

Play Safe With Ladders 

Approaching soon will be the peak of the ladder accident sea¬ 
son, predicts the Institute for Safer Living. With spiing cleaning 
jind fix-it repairs indoors and outdoors usually scheduled for this 
time of year, care and common sense may help avoid a needless and 
possibly expensive tumble. 

Ladders these days are constnicted carefully and scientifically 
of the finest quality materials and minimum weight for convenience 
and ^ase of handling. In spite of all efforts of ladder manufacturers 
and designers, there are more ladder falls from heights of ten feet 
or leis than from heights above ten feet. The reason is simply that 
the feeling of false security often leads to carelessness. 

J [ere are some simple rules, which may help prevent a mishap, 
red by the Institute for Safer Living of the American Mutual 
Liability Insurance Company: 

1. Whether the ladder is yours, borrowed, or rented, before each 
use give it a safety check to make sure it is in good condition. 

2. When leaning a ladder against a wall, make sure its feet rest 
away from the wall at a distance approximately one-quarter the 
■working length of the ladder. 

3. Place the laddei* so the feet resf fimly on a level surface. 

4. Nev.er climb a ladder when the,rungs or fehoes are slippeiy. 

5. Always face the ladder, grasping with ‘both hands when 
climbing or descending. 

6. If you are using a stepladder, open fully so that the braces 
latch. 

7. Regardless of what kind of ladder you are using, don't 
overreach.

THIS FIGHTER CAN REALLY HIT 

Arguments about the fightiiig-est game fish will go on as long' 
as snow melts- in the spring. Devotees of the Atlantic salmon in¬ 
sist that pound for pound it is the ruggedest battler that svrims. 
Tuna fans rally to their cause, pointing out big horse mackerel 
.build a lot of muscle because they never once stop swimming in 
their entire lives. Then the bonefish clan comes on strong with 
tales of streaking across salt flats faster than the eye can see. 
And the trout and tarpon addicts, bluefish buffs, yellowtail en¬ 
thusiasts have their say on into the night. 

Perhaps not the title holder among finny fighters, the lowly 
jack crevalle nevertheless rates a line or two in his favor. Some 
weeks ago, I had the good fortune to push off with Bob Marvin, 
who specializes in guiding anglers after bonefish, tarpon, and 
permit. Maivin operates out of Key Biscayne, his home port, but 
covers the keys down to Key West. 

We scanned at least a dozen fiats for telltale signs of bonefish, 
spooking a few and catching no more than a glimpse of fast- 
departing schools. 

“Let’s go catch some fish.’* Marvin said a bit discouraged, and 
shot the flat-bottomed skiff to a new location where the water' 
suddenly turned deep blue between the light green water of the i 
sandy flats.

up. With plenty of deep water around, it is possible to handle a f 
fair-sized fish on a sporty light reel, like the seven ounce Mitchell \ 
408 and a feather-weight Conolon 2121 hollow fiber glass rod. The ;

away. Never had I recalled more plentiful, determined, and 
appealing fish. A first cousin to amberjack, pompano, permit, and 
yellowtail, the blunt-headed jack crevalle is sUvery blue on top 
and bright yellow underneath.

A roof leak, like a nagging 
pain, shouldn’t be shrugged off. 
Both can be symptoms of seri¬ 
ous trouble. 

House ‘‘doctors" say that 
when a roof begins to leak it 
indicates that the roof is worn 
and suffering the abuse of sun, 
wind and weather. Patching 
won't help, because a roof tends 
to wear uniformly, and one leak 
is usually the first sign of a vir¬ 
tual leak epidemic. 

The safest and most econom¬ 
ical answer is a new roof. 

To delay reroofing can result 
in extensive damage to the 
house interior. As the number 
and seriousness of the leaks 
progress, water can seep into 
the house and damage walls, 
ceilings, doors and structural 
beams. A- leaky roof can also 
start a fire, if water gets into 
the electrical wiring and causes 
a short circuit. 

Reroofing is not as expensive 
as it seems. Considering that it 
services and protects the entire 
house, a new roof is actually 
one of the least expensive items 
in the house. Asphalt heavy¬ 
weight shingles, designed by 
manufacturers to last a mini¬ 
mum of 20 to 25 years, are a 
bargain even though they cost 
more than lesser-weight roof¬ 
ing. The extra initial cost Is 
economical in the long run, be¬ 
cause heavyweights are made 
to outlast standard shingles by 
at least five to ten years. 

In most instances, asphalt 
shingles can be applied right 
over the old roof, saving the 
trouble and expense of tearing 
off the old roofing. The result¬ 
ant “double” roof gives the 
house the- advantage of some 
added insulation.

round ones measuring more 
than 2V3 inches in diameter. 

Colorful new stamp packets 
now available at variety stores 
and stamp dealers across the 
nation furnish a starting point 
for collecting these issues. 

You con obtain new issues 
from many coimtries by wri¬ 
ting to the Bureau of Posts in 
the nation or nations of your 
interest, or by going to your 
local stamp dealer. 

Getting them directly from 
the country of issue gives yout 
the added benefit of collecting; 
covers and correspondence as- 
well as your new stamps. How-i 
ever, it's more time consum¬ 
ing. Six to eight weeks, even| 
with air mail. Is not unusual.! 

If you decide to request 
stamps from the country it-l 
self, be sure to enclose an in¬ 
ternational reply coupon, and 
ask the post office clerk if one 
coupon is enough for your re-j 
turn fee by ship or air. .Thisr 
coupon — available at your j 
post office — serves as an in¬ 
ternational medium of ex¬ 
change in the purchase of 
stamps.
